REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to claims 15-31 and 50, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the 
specific circuit configuration with emphasis on the printed circuit board having a recess 
wherein the dielectric resonators is held in the recess by the securing means. With 
regards to claims 32-49, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the 
specific circuit configuration with emphasis on the retention area (or said cover ) 
spacing the dielectric resonators away from the printed circuit board and away from 
the contacting structures and the retention area (or cover) being formed with recess 
wherein the resonators is held by the securing means.
